Wood, in his statement to the po- 
lise last night, when told that death 
would probably result from the in- 
jury, said he was sitting at a table 
in the rear of Regan's saloon, 
drunk, when Regan ordered him out. 
Before he had an opportanity§ to 
comply, he said, Regan shot him. He 
said Regan had ‘‘given him the worst 
of it in the other affair.” The po-

Stacy killing, bpt did not go into de- 
taille as to how Regan had ‘given 
him the worst of it.’’ 

Regan told the police that Wood 
and three other men were playing 
cards and he heard a shot fired.

By the Rush-Bagot treaty of 1815 both | 
Great Britain and the United States es-— 
tablished the precedent that nations may 
agree to strict limitations upon arma- 
ment, and that treaty, in respect to 
armed forces on the Great Lakes, has 
been scrupulously kept for more than a 
century. Because of that covenant a 
frontier 3000 miles has been without mil- 
itary defenses for a hundred years. 

By the treaty of 1846 with New Gra- 
nada the United States pledged itself to 
maintain the neutrality of the Isthmus of 
Panama, thus affirming the doctrine that 
a nation may by treaty obligate itself to | 
gO to war.

. THE NEW MORTGAGE TAX. 
The Senate Judiciary Committee has made a favorable 


report on a bill to impose on real estate mortgages a 


special tax that can be collected, in lieu of the taxes 
under the general property classification that are now’ 
generally uncollectible. 

This is, of course, but one step in the rather long series 
e steps that must be taken before the bill is given the 
force of law, but it shows a sound judgment that should 
be imitated at each succeeding step. The tax, $7.50 for. 
each $1000 in the face value of the mortgage—75 cents 
for each $100—is too modest to justify attempts to evade 
it. In fact, it cannot be evaded without grave peril to 
the security of the mortgage. And still this modest tax, 
which imposes no burden on the borrower—it is qnly 
under exceptional circumstances when any mortgage tax 
imposes a burden on the lender—is fixed at a rate which | 
will bring a large revenue, much larger than that now | 
derived from the law that is not enforced in the great | 
majority of cases. 

The liability of mortgages to taxation at the high) 
general property tax rate is now one of the important) 
factors determining the rate of interest the borrower | 
must pay, but having obtained the rate of interest re- | 
imbursing him for the tax the lender does not pay the

OUR OWN PEACE REVIEW. 


T is not easy to say just what prog- 
| we made toward peace in the 
week just closing, but the opinion 
of our two-story thinkers on yesterday 
was that we did mighty well. Soc- 
rates said in a conference on the edi- 
torial page yesterday that if the Presi- 
dent had known what most of us knew 
he would not have had to come over. 
That is, he thinks the American people 
long ago made up their minds as to the 
necessity for some such international 
agreement as has been undertaken at 
Paris, and they have not been in the 
least disturbed by what has happened 
in the United States Senate. He says 
the men in the Senate are themselves 
too much bound by entangling alli- 
ances to be of much use in a free 
movement like this. That, of course, 
made everybody laugh for being a hu- 
morous application of a great truth. 
What everybody seemed to believe 
—and in this they were supported by 
some of our most authoritative reprint 
—was that had we been in the war as 
long as some of the nations of Europe 
we would not be of so many minds 
about coming to an agreement with 
the rest of the world as to war, but 
would, like them, resolve that what 
has just so terribly happened must not 
happen again. Mr. Antwine said that 
presumably most of the objections 
raised to the league in this country are 
being and have been raised upon the 
part of every country entering the 
agreement, the difference between our 
distrust of it and their spirit of sacri- 
fice to secure it being due to the lesser 
extent to which we have suffered. 
Nobody seemed able to make very 
much of the specific objections made to 
the constitution agreed upon for the 
league. While there are doubtless re- 
spects in which we give up something, 
they seem so insignificant by contrast 
to what we might gain for the whole 
world in which we live that one won- 
ders how men can get up and remark 
them. Apparently, if our top thinkers 
know anything about ft, an opportuni- 
tv has for the first time come for our 
civilization to show its strength No 
other civilization in history had such 
an opportunity. They all were no more 
than an army walled in from the 
watchful barbarian without. and soon- 
er or later the wall fell. That is not 
the case now. Civilization may be said 
for the first time to rule the world, and 
it has just given a demonstration of its 
ability to do it—not as an army emerg- 
ing from some walled citv, but as an 
irresistible host coming from all over 
the world. It would have opened the 
eves of some of our Senators at Wash- 
ington to have sat down under the car- 
toon on yesterday and heard our big 
wits analyze this state of affairs As 
Gilaucon said, they don't see it at 
Washington There they look back- 
ward, forever fascinated by the past.
